Collins Resigns as 
School Board Head 

War and Defense 
Work Given as His 
Reason 

Resignation of Robert C. Collins, 
129 Chestnut av.. Narberth, as mem- 
ber and president of the Narberth 
S hool Board was announced this 
week. 

Collins said that increased war 
and defense construction work was 
the reason for his resignation. 

Recently Collins was appointed 
general sales manager in the East 
of the Warner Company, a position 
which requires considerable travel- 
ing. The Company, wLose Phila- 
delphia office is at 219 Broad st., is 
engaged in extensive war and de- 
fense construction work. 

Collins in resigning expressed his 
appreciation for the cooperation ol 
the other directors. His successor 
will be named by the other six ] 
members of the Board but no ac- ! 
t:on has been taken as yet. | 

The retiring president was on , 
his second six-year-term when he 
resigned. He was appointed to the i 
Board in 1936 to fill a vacancy and 
Liter elected. 

C. Howard Nold. vice-president of 
the Bond, will serve as presiding 
officer until a new president is 
elected. 



The Narberth School Board abol- 
ished its $2 per capjta tax at a 
meeting Monday night, and passed 
a tentative budget to expend $105,- 
824 40 this coming school year. 

It was one of the last official acts 
for the presiding president, Rob- 
ert C. Collins, whose resignation be- 
came effective at the end of the 
meeting. 

Action of the School Board re- 
moves one of the few occupational 
taxes being imposed by school dis- 
tricts and municipalities in the 
Philadelphia suburban districts. 

To the people it will represent a 
saving of approximately $7000 a 
year. About 3600 taxables will be 
a IT ec ted. 

At the same time the School 
Board voted to continue the prop- 
erty tax of 18 mills, the same as 
last year. 

The 1942-43 school budget is about 
$i000 less than it was last year. 
Items of increase include a greater 
allowance for the increased cost 
of materials used in making repairs 
and increases in teacher's salaries 
to match increased living costs. 

Last year the per capita tax gave 
the School District $5790 and they 
estimated that this year's return, 
if (h tax remained, would be ap- 
proximately $7452. 

The property tax of 18 mills last 
year brought in $83,995.51 and this 
year the return is estimated at 
$89,687.61. 

The only Narberth per capita tax 
left is the occupational tax imposed 
bv the Borough on men. The per 
( ipita tax on women was removed 
;wo years ago.

We doubt if ei + her Mrs. John Y. Huber, president of the 
Lower Merion-Narberth Council of Republican Women, or Julius 
Zieget, former president of the Lower Merion Board of Commis- 
sioners, condone the mixture of political hash that is being dished 
out from the Martin headquarters. 

Although both of these citizens are stumping for the retired 
National Guard general for the Republican nomination for Gov- 
ernor, they are inherently decent, fair-minded and disinclined to 
trade on patriotism and their Country's misfortunes.

VICTORY GARDEN COMMITTEE 
ADVISES ON FRUIT GROWING 

Good care of the fruit trees and bushes and of grape vines 
on the home property is a patriotic duty, asserts Harold Graham, 
chairman of the Montgomery County Victory Garden Committee. 
Home production of fruit is an important part of the national 
effort to be healthy and strong. 

Increased home fruit production can be brought about more 
quickly, he points out, by improved fertilization, pruning, and 
control of insects and diseases on the fruit of plants now grow- 
ing, than by planting new ones. 

Do not hesitate, however, to set out new home plantings 
of fruits which are adapted to home culture, among which the 
leading kinds are strawberries, bush fruits and grapes, Mr. 
Graham added. 

The first step in fruit improvement is pruning, which should 
be completed before buds have opened noticeably. Dead and 
damaged branches should be removed, since thinning out weak 
and unproductive wood will make effective spraying easier and 
will improve the quality of the fruit. Heading back to restrict 
height of trees, and removal of branches that droop too near 
the ground completes the operation. Inexperienced fruit gar- 
deners can obtain information on pruning from the county agent. 

Vigorous growth is essential for good fruit production. To 
obtain this in stone fruits, moderate cultivation with spring 
applications of manure or nitrogenous fertilizer are favorable. 
Nitrogenous fertilizers or manure are recommended for apples 
in thin sods; heavy sods should be harrowed or dug lightly.
